York presided and spoke briefly on "The 
Seal Supremacy of the Spiritual Work," 
The spiritual work, he said, was tho basis 
of the Y. M. C. A. and was the real reason 
for its aiistence. 
It furnishes the only 


adequate motive for the association, tnd 
it also serves as an inspiration for carry- 
ing the work on. 


The neit speaker was J. F. Robinson of 


Pittsburg, and he confined himself to the 
subject, "How can this supremacy get 
its best expressions in all departments of 
the -work?" 
He said that the spiritual 


should dominate in association work. 
The supremacy of the spiritual should 
have great weight In the selection of the 
physical direction and the teachers for the 
educational work. 


Educational ^N"eeds- 


The educational session was perhaps of 


the greatest Interest to the large shore of 
the delegates.- The first speaker was S. H. 
Berry of Brooklyn, who confined himself 
to the library and reading rooms of associ- 
ations. 
He made very valuable sugges- 


tions as to the class and kind of books 
which should compose the library, and 
also spoke of the way these rooms should 
be conducted. 


H. A. Ames of Montreal spoke on "Li- 


brary Societies and Practical Talks." He 
said: "In dealing with this subject let us 
divide it by considering as literary socie- 
ties those gatherings In which a number 
take part ; and as practical talks, the in- 
formal lecture delivered by other than 
association members. 
Now as to the 


first : Great is the work which has been 
done Ln times part by the debating society. 
Many of America's statesmen, look, back to 
the lyceum platform as the starting point 
f orall subseojuent success, with the or- 
dinary literary society, oration, essay, de- 
bate, general discussion, decision and 
critique all find place In the program- 
Herein, then, the old-time association lit- 
erary society lies midway between the so- 
cial and educational work." 


The speaker here spoke of some of the 


faults of the societies, saying that there 
was a tendency toward too much diversity 
in the choice of subjects ; that there was a 
lack of practicability in the topics and 
often a lack of earnestness of purpose. In 
conclusion, ilr. Ames dwelt briefly on the 
latter part of his subject in regard to prac- 
tical talks. 


The third speaker at this meeting was 


"W. H- Coughlln of Brooklyn, who spoke 
in favor of art, sketching and music clubs 
as features of educational work in tha 
Y. M. C. A., and he was followed by L. 
"W. Meseer of Chicago, who apoke on "The 
Educational Director, TTia Qualifications 
and Duties." 


Athletics Tavored. 


A great deal of interest centered, in the 


physical work department. Although the 
question of forming a Y. M. C. A. athletic 
league has been agitated among the as- 
sociation leaders, it has never been brought 
into the international convention before- 
The matter was presented by J. F. Sonth- 
erland of Joliec, His. 
He advised the 


formation of a league to be governed bj 
the international committee, which shoald 
include as active members all the Y. M. 
C. A.'s in North America and as associate 
members any athletic organization con- 
nected with any philanthropic, educa- 
tional or religious Institution of the coun- 
try. The scheme was thought favorably 
of, and It was voted to recommend it to 
the general convention for adoption. 


At the evening session a letter was 


from John J- McCook of New York. "The 
splendid work of the railroad depart- 
ment," he wrote, "wherever it hn» had 
fair ohanco to show its scope, capacity and 
results, has more than demonstrated the 
great advantages it provides for 
the 


men; -what real comfort and enjoyment 15 
brings to them; how it protects them 
from extravagance, temptation and sin;

sembly of Delaware adjourned sine die 'at 
J o'clock yesterday afternoon without 
choosing a successor to ei-TJnited States 
Senator Anthony J. Higgins, although 
the Republicans claim that their leading 
candidate, Colonel Henry Dupont, was 
cgally elected. The mutter will probably 
30 taken to tho "United States senate for a 
decision.

The 211th ballot sines the deadlock be- 


ran four months flgo, and the last o£ t^e 
session, was taken a few minutes before. 
3 o'clock. It resulted: Henry A. Dupont 
(Hep.), IB; J. Edward Addicks (RepO, 4; 
Edward Ridgoly (Dem..), 9; F. "VV. Tunnoll 
(Dem.), 1. 
, 


ANTHOXT HIGOINS. J. EDWAHD ADDICKS. 
During the day the Democrats filibus- 


tered with tho object of preventing tho 
balloting, and when the death-knell of 
the execiTtive eossion of.. 1893 was sounded, 
the clerk was in the midst of a roll-call on 
a dilatory motion m&de by a Democrat. 


As soon as Governor Watson (Dem.), 


who, 
by reason of tho fact that he was 


speaker of the senate previous to his ele- 
vation to the gubernatorial chair upon tbe 
death of Governor Marvil, presided over 
tho joint session, announced the sine die 
adjournment, Speaker^? the House Mc- 
Mullin (Rep.) arose and formally declared 
Henry A. Dupont elected United States 
senator. This action, had previously been 
agreed upon by the Republican leaders. 


The Delaware legislature is composed ot 


21 Republican representatives and 9 sen- 
ators, 10 being a majority on joint ballot. 
Tho Republicans claim that when Senator 
Watson, by virtue of hig position as 
speaker of tno senate, succeeded to the 
governorship on the death of Governor 
Marvil a month ago, the niunber of sena- 
tors was reduced to 18, and therefore there 
were only 2S on Joint ballot, and that U5 
votes constitute a majority. 


Democrats' Contention. 


On the other hand, the Democrats and 


Governor Watson distinctly declare that 
the "speaker of the senate" shall become 
governor. Therefore1, if Mr. Watson with- 
draws from' the senate, he ceases to be 
"speaker of the senate," and consequently 
loses the governorship. 


The senatorial question is likely to oc- 


cupy a large amount of public attention 
for months to come. Whether the gov- 
ernor has a right to appoint is a disputed 
question. If he has, the appointment will 
be only uncil the next legislature, 'which 
meets in 
January, 189G, unless called 


sooner by the governor. . This latter con- 
tingency is not probable, however. 


^Addicks has made good his threat, ut- 


tered at the very beginning of the contest, 
to prevent the election of a Republican 
senator from Delaware if .he oould not se- 
cure the prize for himself. Ha has been 
aided in this bvJSenator Hnnby, who from 
the first has conducted the Addicks can- 
vass, and Representatives Ball, Moore and 
Robbins. 


The deadlock practically began on the 


night of the caucus, Jan 14. Previous to 
tlie caucus, both the Higgins and Addicks 
factions had been making claims of an 
election on the ballot, but when the time 
for a caucus arrived the Addicks forces 
had retired. 
Higgins got three votes, 


Massoy one, and there were two blanks. 


1 Continuous Voting. 


On Jan. 16 the first, ballot for a United 


States senator was taken in joint session. 
Higgins received 10 o£. tlie 19 Republican 
votes; Addicks, 6, and Massey, 3. From 
that time until tho close yesterd»- the 
legislature has been in session six days a 
week, it having been decided that at least 
one ballot must bo'taken each day until 
the deadlock was broken. 


Tho feeling between the Higgins and 


Addicks factions Increased as tho ballot- 
ing proceeded, the friends of the latter re- 
peatedly declaring they would not desert 
theiv candidate, even if it caused a vacancy 
in the United States senate. The Higgins 
followers also stuok firmly to -their favor- 


ite until within a lew weeks past, when 
they began to show a disposition to agree 
upon some person acceptable to both fac- 
tions, bnt their overtures in this direction 
were spurned.by Addicks' friends. 


Not vmtll Tuesday did the Addicks force 


desert him, but four men returned to him 
yesterday. He has .never polled less than 
foul- votes during tho contest. During the 
post two weeks Addicks has been polling 
six'votes, Representative Money deserting 
Higgins for the former. " Almost from the 
time the balloting began, there were ru- 
mors of a break from, the ranks of one or 
the other of the two candidates. 


This is the third tune there has been a 


vacancy in the United States senate from 
Delaware. 


About Dupont. 


Colonel Henry A. Dapont, who will 


make the contest for the scnatorship, is a 
member of the famous Dupout family who 
have been manufacturers of powder and 
other explosives in Wilmington for over a 
century. He is a son of the late General 
Henry Dupout, and was born at Bcandy- 
wino Banks in 183B. He attended the 
University of Pennsylvania, and was sub- 
sequently appointed to the ' United States 
Military academy at West Point, grad- 
uating in 1861. 
He entered the Mfth 


TJblted States artillery and served through 
the* civil war. 


In 18T4 he was married to Miss Pauline 


Tostei o£ New Yoi'k city. He is a. mem- 
ber of the fkm of F. I. Dupont, De Mours 
& Co., and is also president ol! the Wil- 
inlugtou and Northern Railroad company. 


Colonel Dupont has been n Republican 


ever since the organization of the party. 
He was never an aspirant for office, but 
always took an active interest in local 
politico! affairs. In 1893 he was a candi- 
date for presidential elector on the Repub- 
lican ticket, but was defeated by Cleve- 
land carrying the state at that election.

Taking Into account, however, the rec- 


ommendation made by Eussin, • Germany 
and France, the Japanese government has 
agreed to renounce th'o'-'perirmnontr posses- 
sion of the Llao-Tung poningula on. condi- 
tion that tho arrangements regarding the 
terms and form, ol renunciation shall.be 
reserved lor adjustment between itsoll 
and tho government of .China.

This -, latter stipulation is construed to 


mean that Japan will not surrender' the 
peninsula until a suitable indemnity shall 
have beon paid, and that it maybe even 
agreed between Japan and China that tho 
possession of Port Arthur itself -vvill'.be re- 
tained by the Japanese for a term of years 
extending beyond the date when" the in- 
demnity has been paid in full, thus assur- 
ing to Japan not alone the payment of tho 
indemnity itself, bnt also sufficient time 
to safeguard herself against anything like 
a war of reprisal. 


It will be remembered that the treaty 


of pcaca Itself provides that Wci-Hai-Wei 
shall be' held until the first 100,000,000 of 
the indemnity and the next two annual 
installments have been paid, so that with 
the addod guarantee of the possession of 
Port Arthur, even, although temporarily, 
the -Japanese government would appear to 
have taken evory possible precaution for 
the future. 


The foregoing statement is official, com- 


ing direct from Tolcia by cable. The un- 
derstanding is that it embodies the reply 
w.hJch Japan recently gavo to Russia and 
tlie allied powera:_,_.
